North Cornelly 
assault: police

OFFICERS from 
South Wales Police 
are investigating an 
assault on a 27- 
year-old man that 
happened around 
8pm on Wednesday, 
April 4.

by two males who were 
riding a green-coloured 
off-road motorcycle. 

“We are appealing for 
any witnesses to the 
incident or for any 
information regarding 
the identity of the people 
responsible.”

A RUGBY player from 
Bridgend is calling on fellow 
rugby players to join him in 
‘kicking blood cancer into 
touch’ after he donated 
lifesaving bone marrow to a 
young boy from America. 

loan Evans (27) was one of the few 
suitable matches in the world capable 
of saving the patient, despite the pair 
living thousands of miles apart. For 
many patients, donations like loan’s 
are the only chance of survival, yet 
only 60 per cent of people will ever 
find a possible lifesaving match. 

loan, who is originally from 
Cwmtwrch in the Swansea Valleys, is 
now urging others to follow in his 
footsteps as part of the Welsh Blood 
Service’s ‘Chilled Out Lifesaver’ 
campaign, which aims to encourage 
17-30 year olds to ask about joining 
the Welsh Bone Marrow Donor 
Registry the next time they give 
blood. 

He said: “Joining is really easy to 
do, and I’m so glad that I did. I’ve 
changed someone’s life because of it. 

“Just find a blood donation clinic 
near you and let them know you want 
to join the bone marrow register. 

“ I’ve been on it since I could first 
join at 17 years old. Years later I was 
finally matched with this little boy. 

“After finding out I was a match, 
the Welsh Blood Service told me the 
bone marrow was for a little boy 
living in America. Finding that out 
was really heart-warming and it gave 
me the motivation throughout the 


process. 

“I donated in December, so I 
thought it would be one of the best 
Christmas presents this young child 
will ever receive. I just wanted to do 
anything I could to help him. 

“There’s a misconception that 
giving bone marrow is really painful 
and that there are huge needles 
involved but it was pretty straight 
forward. After the operation, I 
actually woke up and asked if they’d 
done it yet because I couldn’t feel any 
pain. 

“Everyone in my life has been 
really supportive throughout the 
process; my partner, my work, and 
my teammates. I play for Clwb Rygbi 
Cymry Caerdydd, a Welsh language 
rugby club in Cardiff, and I help to 
manage Ospreys Women’s rugby. 

“I still think about the young boy, 
his family and everything they must 
have gone through. I would really 
like to meet them one day.” 

loan made his donation through an 
operation, which takes the lifesaving 
bone marrow from a donor’s hip 
bone. 

Only 20 per cent of bone marrow 
donations are collected this way. 

“Most donations are made though 
apheresis, a process which involves 
being connected to a machine that 
separates the cells that are needed 
from the blood, and returning the 
blood to the donor.

Four bodies chip 
in to help pay for 
Porthcawl lifeguards 


RNLI lifeguards 
will continue to be 
seen on beaches in 
Bridgend county, 
subject to a final 
agreement on the 
terms of the three- 
year contract, 
which will cost a 
total of around 
£300,000. 

The agreement, which 
covers Trecco Bay, 
Coney Beach, Rest Bay 
and Pink Bay follows a 
pilot project over the past 
couple of years. 

The costs are being 
met by Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC), Parkdean 
(which operates Trecco 
Bay Caravan Park), and 
Porthcawl Town Council 

The RNEI will be 
making a substantial 
contribution over the 
contract period and will 
manage the recruitment, 
training, equipment, 
uniforms, supervision 
and management of 
lifeguards. 

The GEM understands 
that the financial 
breakdown, published 
earlier this week, has still 
to be finalised and 
agreed. 

Speaking at a cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday, 
March 27, Cllr Charles 
Smith said: “At one stage 


we were employing our 
own lifeguards and at 
one stage it looked as if 
there would have to be 
some cuts. 

“We were in danger, 
for example, of losing the 
cover at Pink Bay. 

“We were aware of 
tragedies like the one that 
happened at Camber 
Sands and we didn’t want 
to be the councillors 
being interviewed on the 
television the next day 
explaining why we cut 
lifeguard cover. 

“The arrangement 
with the RNLI is a 
winner all round, we still 
employ local people who 
are the seasonal 
lifeguards, so it suits 
students and workers 
who are available in the 
summer.” 

He added: “I’d like to 
pay special tribute to 


Porthcawl Town Council 
and the Parkdean 
company at Trecco Bay 
for ‘stepping up to the 
plate’ and helping with 
the financing of this.” 

Council leader Huw 
David said: “This is a 
fantastic example of true 
partnership. We have the 
public sector, private 
sector and third sector 
involved. 

“The councils are 
working with Parkdean 
who are a very important 
part of the private sector 
in the tourism economy 
in Porthcawl and we’re 
working with a very 
prestigious and 

successful organisation 
like the RNLI. 

“All that means we are 
able to protect the service 
that can, and does, save 
people’s lives.”

Cosmology 

Corner 


pays tribute 
to Stephen 
Hawking 


LAST month. 
Cosmology Corner 
looked at the life of 
Albert Einstein, 
and I concluded by 
drawing attention 
to the remarkable 
coincidence of 
Professor 
Hawking’s death 
(aged 76) on March 
14, being the 139th 
anniversary of 
Einstein’s birth. 

Well, the coincidence 
doesn’t end there. 
Stephen Hawking was 
born on January 8, 

1942, which was the 
300th anniversary of the 
death of Galileo. 

Three giants of 
modern cosmology... 
symbolic? Perhaps, but 
time, after all, is indeed 
relative. That these three 
great minds are 
somehow linked, 
however tenuously, is 
perhaps a good 
argument for the 
existence of a cosmic 
thread running through 
the fabric of space-time, 
linking everything 
together. 

Over his long career 
as a scientist. Hawking 
captured worldwide 
renown and respect, but 
in 1963, at the age of 
21, he was diagnosed 
with motor neuron 
disease and was given 
just two years to live. 

The disease cruelly 
reduced his body’s 
control to the flexing of 
a finger and voluntary 
eye movements, but left 
his mental faculties 
untouched. He said that 
the prospect of an early 
death urged him 
onwards through his 
numerous intellectual 
achievements and 
breakthroughs. 

Despite his steadily 
worsening condition. 
Hawking gained a first 
class honours degree in 
physics from the 
University of Oxford 
before going on to 
Cambridge to research 
cosmology. 

After gaining a PhD 


m 1965 with his thesis 
‘Properties of 
Expanding Universes’, 
Hawking worked as a 
research fellow in the 
Department of 
Theoretical Physics at 
Cambridge and became 
a Fellow of the Royal 
Society in 1974. 

He went on to 
become Professor of 
Gravitational Physics in 
1977 and from 1979 to 
2009, he held the post 
of Lucasian Professor of 
Mathematics, a chair 
previously held by Sir 
Isaac Newton in 1669. 

Professor Hawking 
roamed the cosmos from 
a wheelchair, pondering 
the nature of time, 
gravity and the origin of 
the universe. He became 
his generation’s 
unrivalled leader in 
exploring gravity and, in 
particular, the properties 
of black holes - those 
bottomless gravitational 
pits so deep and dense 
that not even light can 
escape them. 

His work led to a 
turning point in modern 
physics when he applied 
quantum theory, the 
strange laws that govern 
subatomic particles, to 
black holes. He was 
puzzled to discover that 
black holes would 
eventually leak particles 
and energy (Hawking 
radiation) before finally 
exploding into 
nothingness. 

In spite of being 
wheelchair-bound and 
dependent on a 
computerised voice for 
communication, Stephen 
combined a fulfilling 
family life (he leaves 
three children and three 
grandchildren) with his 
research and an 
extensive programme of 
travel and public 
lectures.

Porthcawl Museum reopens 
for the summer season 



Road from M4 
to Five Mile 
Lane is back 
on agenda 


THE possibility of a 
link road from the 
M4 to Cardiff 
Airport is firmly 
back on the 
agenda - and two 
alternative routes 
are set to be 
revealed next week 
by the Vale Council. 

Plans were shelved 
about 10 years ago, on 
the grounds of cost. 
However, two things 
have changed recently. 

Eirst, the section of 
road from the A48 to the 
outskirts of Barry close 
to the airport is to be 
upgraded - work is in the 
process of starting. 

Second, the City Deal, 
which is being funded by 
the Welsh and UK 
governments, together 
with the local authorities 
in the areas, could have 
cash available to pay for 
the new road, which 
would link the M4 with 
the improved Live Mile 
Lane. 

Two potential routes 
for a new road 
connecting the A48 with 
junction 34 of the M4 
will be revealed on April 
17 as part of a scheme 
that will also include a 
new rail station and park 
and ride facility. 

The routes will be 
published as part of the 
draft findings of a recent 
study undertaken on 
behalf of the Vale 
Council by an 
independent technical 
consultant, Arcadis 
Consulting (UK) 

Limited. 

A public consultation 
will then begin during 
which comments on the 


report’s findings and on 
each of the proposed 
routes will be sought 
from local residents and 
businesses, neighbouring 
local authorities, 

community councils, and 
other interested parties. 

Members of the public 
will be able to view the 
plans and submit their 
comments online at 
w ww. valeofglamorgan .g 
ov.uk and at two public 
consultation events: 

• April 17, The Vale of 
Glamorgan Hotel, 
Trecastle Suite, Hensol 
Park, Hensol, CP72 8JY, 
12pm to 7pm (drop in 
session). 

• April 18, Cottrell 
Park Golf Club, the 
Marquee, St Nicholas, 
Wenvoe CPS 6SJ, 10am 
to 5pm (drop in session). 

Pollowing these two 
events the plans will be 
exhibited at council 
buildings. 

The consultation 
period will close on May 
18. 

The Arcadis 

Consulting report 

represents the second 
stage of the Welsh 
transport appraisal 
guidance (WelTAG) 
process which is used by 
local authorities for the 
development and 

appraisal of proposals 
that would be funded by 
Welsh Government. 

This second stage is 
centred on the creation of 
an outline business case 
for the new road, the 
findings of which will be 
included in the report. 

A stage one report was 
agreed by the Vale 
Council in November 
2017.

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A BRAVE NEW ERA DAWNS AT 
BRYNMENYN PRIMARY SCHOOL 



WITH state-of-the- 
art new surroun¬ 
dings, and wide 
open spaces to use, 
pupils have had 
their first half term 
at the new Bryn- 
menyn Primary 
School. 

The school is one of 
five new builds within 
Bridgend county 

borough during the last 
five years, created, 
through Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council’s school 

modernisation prog¬ 
ramme, which has been 
supported with millions 
of pounds worth of 
Welsh Government 
funding. 

Outdated buildings 
with old-fashioned 
facilities have made way 
for fresh schools fit for 
the 21st century that are 
fully equipped with 
modem technology and 
everything that pupils 
need to fulfil their 
potential. 

For the Brynmenyn 
pupils, they’ve moved 
less than a mile away 
from their old school on 
Bryn Road to their new 
one next to Coleg 
Cymunedol Y Dderwen, 
but the differences 
couldn’t be more stark, 
as Cllr Charles Smith, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for education 
and regeneration 

describes: “Pulling up at 
the new multi-million 


pound school, what 
strikes you first is the 
sheer scale of it and how 
it is surrounded by open 
spaces. 

“The old school was 
built in 1913, and 
although it suited the 
needs of the local 
community in those 
days, it was impossible 
to expand it or improve 
the range of its facilities 
due to it being 
surrounded by common 
land. 

“The new school is 
incredibly spacious. The 
building itself is double 
the size of the old one. 

“There are wide open 
spaces suitable for a 
variety of learning 
activities, and the 
classrooms are much 
bigger and more 
welcoming. Everything 
is geared up for 
success.” 


Headteacher Clare 
Dale, said: “It was 
obviously sad to leave 
the old school as it held 
so many memories for 
not only current pupils 
and staff, but for past 
pupils in the local 
community too. 

“However, everyone 
has settled in really 
quickly and our first half 
term here has flown by.” 

The new Brynmenyn 
Primary School was 
built by the contractors 
BAM Construction 
Limited, and was 
designed by Boyes Rees 
Architects. Here are 
some facts about the 
new school: 

It took 292 days to 
construct with 7,000 
bricks, and 2,496 tonnes 
of concrete. 

The new school 
features 14,000 square 
metres of seeded and 


planted areas (the old 
school had none). 

During the 

construction, 194 weeks 
of employment was 
provided to either 
apprentices or unem¬ 
ployed people. Eighty- 


four per cent of the 
contractors who worked 
on the job were local 
businesses with either a 
CE, SA or NP postcode. 

The school has 400 
metres of fencing.

VALLEY YOUTH CLUB 


A GARW Valley youth club 
has won a Coalfields 
Regeneration Trust award, 
giving them the opportunity to 
increase the number of 
evenings the club is open to 
young people in the area. 

Bettws Boys and Girls Club, which 
reopened in August last year after 
providing opportunities and activities 
for generations of local young people, 
is offering activities on a Wednesday 
evening for both boys and girls. 

A spokesperson said: “With very 
limited youth provision locally, the 
club recognised the need to increase 
the number of evenings the club is 
open. A consultation with young 
people and local partners showed 
strong support so grant funding was 
sought and secured. 

“The trust’s award will allow the 
club, which is largely dependent on 
volunteers, to recruit three new 
members of staff to open the club on 
two extra evenings.” 


They will offer tailored sessions for 
age groups aged from seven to 11 and 
for those above the age of 11. 

With a new committee in place, 
trustees are looking to restore the club 
back to the days when their doors were 
open every evening for young people 
across the Garw. 

Bettws Boys and Girls Club 
manager, Jonathan Price, said: “We are 
absolutely delighted that the Coalfields 
Regeneration Trust has awarded us this 
grant, which will help us go from 
strength to strength. 

“There is undeniably incredible 
potential for this club to move forward 
in providing fun activities to help local 
young people learn and develop. 

“Without the Coalfields award, we 
would simply not be able to develop 
the Boys and Girls Club and with very 
little alternative youth facilities in the 
wider community, young people would 
not have the opportunity to engage in 
our activities and would more than 
likely be stuck at home or roaming the 
streets.”

the image) due to being 
full of rainwater. 

“The road requires 
urgent attention to 
prevent serious damage 
to vehicles or even 
members of the public. 

“The land is privately 
owned and the council 
pay a lease fee and 
maintenance fee for the 
area. It is clearly not 
being maintained and as 
it is dangerous access to 
a public facility they 
need to enforce action 
on the landowners to 
force the repair legally.” 

Mr Drury added: 

“The council state that 
they cannot spend the 
public purse on a road 
that does not belong to 
them, but yet they are 
happy to spend it on a 
maintenance fee for an 
area - and access to it - 
that is not being 
maintained. Something 
needs to be done as this 
cannot continue.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said it 
would be speaking 
again to the landowner 
to get the work done. 

“The council agrees 
that the road in question 
is in a substandard 
condition and we have 
been trying to resolve 
this issue for a number 
of years. 

“But the land through 
which it runs is 
privately owned and it 
is the responsibility of 
the landowner to 
maintain it. 

“We are one of 
several tenants on the 
industrial estate 
accessed by the road 
and pay the landowner 
rent towards the estate’s 
upkeep. 

“Given the situation, 
spending money on 
improving the road 
would be an unfair use 
of public funds. 

“However, we will 
continue to make 
representations to the 
landowner in an effort 
to get the necessary 
work done.”

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‘Silence is golden’ - A QUIET PLACE IS 
FILM OF THE YEAR SO FAR’ says GEM

Y OU may 

know John 
Krasinski as 
one of the stars of 
the American 
version of The 
Office', you may 
know him from 
starring opposite 
George Clooney in 
Leatherheads; or 
you may know him 


from being married 
to Emily Blunt. 

However, it’s likely 
you’re going go get to 
know him far better after 
the release of his second 
film as a director, A 
Quiet Place. 

Pulling double duty 
(and obviously some 
favours) Krasinski and 
Blunt play Lee and 
Evelyn Abbot, who 
along with their 


children, live in 
complete silence for fear 
of being hunted and 
killed by creatures who 
hunt by sound. Battling 
to survive every day, the 
pair struggle to keep 
their family unit together 
in the face of difficult 
odds... 

There are very few 
films that can grab hold 
of you from the opening 
frames and then never 
let up their grasp 
throughout the entire 
film. 

A Quiet Place is one 
of those films, a film 
that is certainly more 
than capable of 
delivering chills and 
scares, but one that is 
also a paean to the 
importance of family 
and sticking together 
through adversity - put 
simply, it’s perhaps the 
best film that you will 
have this far in 2018. 

The set-up is 
overwhelmingly simple 
- the struggle to survive 
in a world where 
creatures of an unknown 
origin can hunt by sound 
only, thus creating the 
need to be as quiet as 
possible as you go about 
your day-to-day affairs. 

However, it’s this 
disarmingly simple 
premise that John 
Krasinski, Bryan Woods 
and Scott Beck turn into 
a gloriously tense and 
thrilling story of 
survival, yet one that 


never loses sight of the 
humanity of the 
characters. 

There are rich 
pickings from the 
characters, not your 
usual stand-and-stuff 
horror movie 
disposables. At least half 
of the family are 
suffering from a form of 
survivor’s guilt over an 
incident that occurs in 
the opening sequence, 
Evelyn is pregnant and 
ready to pop at any time, 
their son Marcus (Noah 
Jupe) is in 

(understandable) fear of 
his and his family’s life 
and their daughter Regan 
(Millicent Simmonds) is 
deaf, with Lee trying to 
find a way to help her 
hear. 

The performances 
across the board are 
exceptional, hanging 
wholly on the family 
themselves and their 
dynamic. To sketch such 
wonderfully detailed 
relationships with such 
little dialogue is an 
exceptional thing indeed, 
and somehow all of the 
characters feel explored 
and well-drawn. 

The heft is carried 
across all of the 
characters, Krasinski’s 
Lee trying his best to 
keep his family safe, 
Blunt’s Evelyn feeling 
the concern of bringing a 
new life into a world

at any moment, while 
the performances of both

Krasinski’s direction 
nails the tone of the film 
incredibly well - the 
inherent creepiness of 
the creatures themselves 
puts you on edge, but he 
ramps up the tension 
with a sure hand, and the 
jumps and scares are 
incredibly well 
constructed. 

With most horrors, 
you get the sense of 
where the scare is going 
to come, but Krasinksi’s 
direction and the 
sublime sound editing 
(including a clever use 
of perspective that 
means the audio is 
muffled when we see 
Regan on screen) means 
you’re always on your 
toes throughout. 

But what’s most 


impressive is that below 
the obvious vicarious 
thrill of the film, what 
you have got is a film all 
about parenting, about 
keeping the family unit 
intact no matter what. 

There are scenes that 
will leave you shocked 
as survival overrules 
care, where you have to 
choose between family 
members to give you the 
best hope of survival. 

It’s these elements that 
are the real horror, the 
hard decisions and 
lessons being learned all 
too real on a human 
level. 

It’s also what puts A 
Quiet Place a cut above 
being a genre film - it’s 
too cleverly 
orchestrated, too smart 
and intelligently 
composed to be just that; 
instead it’s a marvel, a 
film that carries huge 


emotional as well as 
jump scares - and at this 
juncture, it’s the best 
film of the year so far. 

VERDICT: A 
tension-fuelled, heart¬ 
stopping film that does 
so much with its simple 
set-up, A Quiet Place is 
a powerful, chilling 
piece of work. 

It carries incredible 
emotional weight amidst 
the jumps and scares, 
orchestrated superbly by 
John Krasinski and 
performed exceptionally 
by the cast. 

The perfect meeting 
point of genuinely 
jumpy horror and 
intimate family 
portrayal, this is a 
genuinely exceptional 
film.

I wrote to The GEM 
on March 22, 2011 and 
April 2, 2011, when the 
Boverton road paving 
was being laid stating 
my concerns over the 
finish and durability of 
the work. 

A reply came from 
town councillor Gwyn 
John who reassured 
readers that remedial 
work would be done. 

I again wrote six 
months later on October 
24, 2011, to praise the 
paving work on the Co¬ 
op to Toy store section 
that was then under way, 
comparing it to the state 
of Boverton Road. 

The GEM ended last 
week with the comment 
the pavement was 
private land but from 
Cllr John’s reply the 
town council must have 
had some input into 
approval of the Boverton 
road section at the time 


of construction. The 
remedial work was never 
extensive or satisfactory. 

Graham Snowdon, 
Llantwit Major 
IN response, Cllr Gwyn 
John explained that the 
relevant area is private 
land and not a 
responsibility of the 
Vale Council or town 
council: 

“At that time in 2011, 
the work was approved 
by the project officer in 
charge of the Boverton 
Road scheme. The 
owners of the land 
accepted the final finish 
of the work when the 
land was handed back to 
them. 

“It then became their 
responsibility for future 
maintenance and we are 
now seven years down 
the line and maintenance 
is needed. 

“I would remind 
people that the car 
parking areas in front of 
the shops are also 
privately owned. Once 
again I would re-iterate 
that the area is not the 
responsibility of the Vale 
Council or the town 
council.”

Local politicians 
say where they 
stand on school 
closure dispute 


PARENTS and residents of 
Llancarfan have approached 
local AMs and their MP in a 
bid to enlist support for their 
campaign to stop the closure of 
Llancarfan Primary School. 

The campaigning group is 
determined to reject the Vale Council’s 
description, which refers to a 
‘migration’ to a brand new, bigger 
school in Rhoose. 

The Vale Council is conducting a 
consultation on the proposal. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said that he 
had been approached by concerned 
parents of pupils at the school. 

He said: “I have no doubt that 
parents and local residents will 
campaign strongly against the 
proposed closure of the school’s site, 
which provides a great education for 
children in the rural Vale.” 

“I want to make sure that the 
village’s and parents’ views are heard 
in this consultation.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt had this to say: 
“I was very pleased to meet with and 
support Llancarfan residents involved 
in the campaign to save the school. I 
was able to point to the Welsh 
Government’s ‘National Strategy for 
Small and Rural Schools’ issued by the 
Cabinet Secretary Kirsty Williams 
AM, in November 2016. 

“I have also received concerns from 
parents in other schools affected and 
will be raising my concerns about the 
Vale Council proposals directly with 
the Cabinet Secretary drawing 
particular attention to the risks 
associated with these proposals, as 
well as the strength of feeling against 
the closure of Llancarfan School in the 
heart of the village and the rural Vale.” 


South Wales Central AM Andrew 
RT Davies said that he had already met 
members of the action group. 

He said he shared their concerns, 
having attended a nearby village 
school, and later served on its 
governing body. 

He urged all residents to respond to 
the consultation - which closes on 
April 20 - and committed to work with 
all concerned to make sure the 
education of local children is put first 
and the school’s future is not blighted 
by uncertainty. 

Mr Davies said: “The closure of 
such a community asset could 
potentially blight the village’s future as 
well as creating considerable 
uncertainty for the pupils’ long term 
education prospects - something 
which cannot be allowed to happen. 

“I look forward to working with the 
school, the action group and the Vale 
Council to provide answers and 
solutions to retaining the school in 
Llancarfan over the coming weeks and 
months.” 

A public meeting has been called for 
10.30am on Saturday April 14, in the 
village hall in Llancarfan. 

A spokesman for the Llancarfan 
residents told The GEM that their 
campaign would continue, and that 
they had several lines to pursue. 

He said: “One aspect is just what 
would happen to the existing school. It 
is isn’t a listed building but is a historic 
Victorian building that is described as a 
‘Treasure’. 

“However, in planning terms, that is 
not sufficient protection to stop it being 
bulldozed to make way for a housing 
development.”

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Local family’s anguish over headstone

A LOCAL family say they were 
devastated when they found their father’s 
headstone had been put on the wrong 
grave. 

Michael Root’s ashes were buried in the 
picturesque setting of the Church of St Curig at 
Porthkerry following a cremation. 

Mr Root (61) had died at the Marie Curie 
Hospice, Penarth, following a two-year battle with 
cancer. 

Late last year, the family sat down to agree on the 
wording for a headstone. They then approached local 
company CJ Ball & Son to supply the memorial. 

On March 13, June Root, Mr Root’s widow, who 
lives close to the cemetery in nearby Rhoose, 
received a call from the company. 

Mr and Mrs Root’s daughter Katie said: “They 
told her the headstone had been completed. My 
mother phoned me and my sister Gemma and we 
decided to go down as a family to the cemetery. 

“When we arrived at the plot there was no 
headstone on it. We were standing there in 
disbelief.” 

The family wondered whether there had been 
some miscommunication. It occurred to them that 
‘completed’ perhaps meant the headstone had been 
finished but not put in place. 

Katie said: “I had my mobile phone on me and 
gave them a ring and said: ‘We can’t see the 
headstone’. 

“The woman in the office said she had a photo of 
it and that it was next to a headstone with two hearts 


and she could see a green tarpaulin at the back of the 
picture. She was adamant it was in the right 
location.” 

The family looked round the cemetery and found 
Mr Root’s headstone on someone else’s grave. 

Katie said: “We were in shock. I was crying my 
eyes out. My mum didn’t know whether to laugh or 
cry! 

“When the woman from the company realised it 
was their mistake she was very apologetic and 
accepted it was a huge error. We were not able to 
speak to the director because he was ‘on site’. The 
woman later phoned us back to say it would get 
sorted out.” 

Later that day, Mrs Root was told the headstone 
had been put in position. 

She was going from Rhoose to Barry to sing with 
the Tenovus choir and decided to pop into the 
cemetery on the way. 

When she arrived, she could see a digger, two 
workmen and a foreman. The men were working 
with shovels on Mr Root’s plot. The headstone was 
still not in its place. 

Mrs Root decided to leave the workmen to 
complete the job and went to on the rehearsal. 

The mistake seems to have taken place because of 
a mix-up over serial numbers. Each plot has a serial 
number with the prefix of ‘A’ for ones with ashes. 


Mr Root’s headstone had been wrongly located at 
a plot with the same number, but without an A. 

Katie sent an email expressing the family’s anger 
that Mrs Root had arrived at the cemetery only to 
discover - once more - that the job hadn’t been 
finished. 

Simon Morgan of CJ Ball sent an email thanking 
the family for their understanding and explaining 
that the problems had been caused by “human error”. 

The company sent out flowers to Mrs Root, 
although the note called her Jane rather than June. It 
also sent a letter of apology, explaining that lessons 
had been learned, and offered three years free 
maintenance, although the family declined because 
they don’t thi nk it is necessary. 

Katie said: “A lot of the hurt could have been 
avoided if we had had a phone call of apology from 
the boss on the day of the mix-up not an email 48 
hours later. A phone call is much more personal than 
an email. If we had been called the matter could have 
been resolved there and then.” 

Mrs Root told The GEM that “a personal call 
would have made real difference”. 

Katie said if the family had lived a long way from 
the cemetery, it may have been some time until the 
error had been discovered. 

Katie and Mrs Root added that they had chosen a 
local company because they thought they would 


know the layout of local cemeteries and how they 
operated. 

CJ Ball emphasised it regretted the incident, 
understood the family’s distress and had taken 
urgent steps to remedy the situation. 

A spokesperson explained: “CJ Ball has for 
almost a century served the community of the Vale 
and beyond and has an excellent reputation for very 
high-quality memorials and customer service. 

“It is clear that this regrettable incident meant that 
we fell short of those exceptionally high standards 
and we fully empathise with the family and 
understand the upset that this must have caused. 

“We acknowledged very quickly that an error had 
been made and we immediately took urgent action to 
rectify the situation as soon as it became apparent. 

“Our manager, Mrs Day, rang and spoke a number 
of times to the family to apologise and to keep them 
fully updated on the situation. 

“A thorough investigation was undertaken to 
determine how this issue arose. It was clearly a case 
of human error and the staff members involved were 
disciplined accordingly and steps have been taken to 
ensure that a similar situation doesn’t happen again 
in the future. 

“Immediately following this investigation, the 
managing director wrote to the family to again 
personally apologise, to pass on the sincere 
apologies from the staff members involved and to 
fully explain the circumstances of this regrettable 
human-error and to reassure them of the action 
taken.”

‘HIGHLAND TIGERS’ 
AT COWBRIDGE U3A 


COWBRIDGE 
U3A Natural 
History group was 
fortunate recently 
to welcome back 
Alicia Leow-Dyke, 
who travelled all 
the way from 
Llandrindod Wells 


to give an 
illustrated 
presentation 
entitled ‘The Story 
of Wildcats in 
Britain’. 

Before her 
appointment as the 
Welsh Beaver Project 
Officer, Alicia had been 


involved in a captive 
wildcat breeding 
programme in the 
Scottish Highlands and 
this formed the basis of 
her talk. 

The Scottish wildcat 
(colloquially known as 
the Highlands Tiger) is 
a dark coloured 
subspecies of the 
European wildcat, 
native to Scotland. Its 
range previously also 
included England and 
Wales, but it became 
extinct in these areas, as 
well as in southern 
Scotland, within the last 
150-200 years. 

The reasons for the 
population decline 
include loss of habitat, 
as commercial forestry 
offers little in the way 
of prey and den sites, 
management by 
gamekeepers (pheasants 
and grouse are on their 
menu, along with mice, 
rats, voles, rabbits and 
carrion), road kills, and 
hybridisation through 
interbreeding with feral 
domestic cats (who can 
then also transmit 
diseases to the wildcat). 

Wildcats are, in 
general, slightly larger 
than domestic cats and 
they don’t purr, but 
make a screechy sound. 

Unlike their domestic 
cousins, wildcats only 
breed once a year, 
producing a litter of one 
to three kittens. This 
feline species is 
reputably untameable. 

There is estimated to 
be a population of 
400-1,000 wildcats in 
the Highlands, but, as a 
result of the 
interbreeding, fewer 
than 100 genetically 
pure animals may exist. 

Alicia described 
some of the methods of 
distinguishing between 
domestic cats, hybrids 
and wildcats. Genetic 
testing is one method, 
while the robustness of 
the skull and the length 
of the intestines are 
useful in post mortems. 


but for quick field 
identification it is the 
tail that holds the clue; 
wildcats have a broad, 
blunt tail with a black 
tip, no rump spots and 
the dorsal stripe stops at 
the base of the tail. 

The Aigas Eield 
Centre near Inverness 
started a captive 
breeding programme in 
2001, initially with a 
single breeding pair of 
wildcats. The aim was 
to raise wildcats and 
eventually release them 
into the wild. 

The natural behavi¬ 
our of the young was to 
hunt (something also 
seen in domestic cats), 
so there was no need to 
train them to do so, 
unlike the experience 
with larger feline 
species, such as lions. 

Other centres are 
now involved in the 
breeding programme; 
there are currently 50 
males and 30 females in 
captivity, all at least 75 
per cent genetically 
pure wildcat. 

To reduce the 
hybridisation risks, 
responsible cat 
ownership is being 
promoted and farm cats 
are being neutered and 
vaccinated. 

Gamekeepers are being 
taught how to 
differentiate between 
feral domestic cats and 
wildcats. 

At present, no 
wildcats have been 
released into the wild, 
but surveys are being 
undertaken to identify 
suitable sites where they 
can be set free safely. 

The wildcat is 
traditionally an icon of 
Scottish wilderness, but 
the species is under 
serious threat of 
extinction; one can only 
hope that the breeding 
programme eventually 
makes a positive impact 
on numbers.

Barry chess players in 
championship action 


LAST week the 
world of football 
was in mourning 
following the death 
of former Chelsea, 
Manchester United, 
Rangers and AC 
Milan player Ray 
Wilkins at the age of 
61. 

After playing at the 
top level for two decades, 
when Ray retired he was 
keen to pass on his 
knowledge to 

youngsters. 

Six years ago Ray, 
who won 84 England 
caps, spent a day in Barry 
holding a coaching clinic 
for aspiring young 
footballers. 

GEM photographer 
Andy Wicks was able to 
have a brief chat with 
him before he began the 
coaching session. 

“He was a really 
friendly guy. So easy to 
talk to - a totally 
engaging person. The 
kids were on another 
planet with him being 
there.” 

Vale councillor Gwyn 
John, who has provided 
great service to local 
football, said: “Ray 
Wilkins was a great guy. 
I met him at the Barry 
Town dinner in 2013 and 
he chatted as if I had 
known him all my life. 

“He did a question and 
answer session with 
Gavin Chesterfield - it 
was a great night out. 

“If everyone was as 
polite and friendly as 
Ray Wilkins the image of 
the game would improve. 
He was a good man and a 
great ambassador for 
football.” 

The day after Ray 
Wilkins died, an Armed 
Eorces veteran from 
Cardiff phoned up the 
radio station talkSPORT 
to recall how a chance 
meeting with him had 


changed his life. 

At the time the veteran 
was homeless and sitting 
outside Brompton 

Station. 

He said: “He came 
over to me and I 
recognised him straight 
away and he just took 
some time to sit and chat. 

“We were both sat on 
my bit of cardboard 
together and we were 
chatting about the army. 

“I was a gambler at the 
time...but he took the 
time and he even took a 
phone call and said: 
‘Look ni call you back, 
Em busy at the moment’. 

“We were sat chatting 
and he gave me £20 and 
told me to get myself a 
hot meal and then took 
me across the road to buy 
me a coffee, and as the 
bill came, I asked him 
‘Can I buy this? I want to 
feel like a man’ and he 
said he totally 
understood all of that. 

“That night I took that 
£20 and I got some 
shelter and I had a hot 
meal. 

“When I was in the 
shelter, I met a guy who 
was helping ex-soldiers 
and he put me in touch 
with decent people who 
would help me. 

“I am now fully 
recovered and not 
gambling. I have my own 
place, a beautiful 
girlfriend I am about to 
marry. 

“I put it down to the 
time Ray took to give to a 
man that was nothing to 
him, a stranger.” 

The man added: “He 
was a real hero to me.” 

Ray Wilkins never 
knew the difference his 
kind act made to that 
veteran, but perhaps it 
illustrates that what is 
‘unseen’ in life is often 
more important than 
what is seen.

The feature race at the Ystrad Taf Fechan

Conditions Race, which was a match between the 
10-year-old Benemeade, partnered by Cowbridge’s 
Byron Moorcroft, and Bradley’s father’s seven-year- 
old bay gelding Captain Kennit who, after leading 
on the first circuit, was caught three fences from 
home. However, by the time the last fence had been 
reached. Captain Kennit was back on terms and both 
horses jumped it together. 

In an exciting dash to the winning line. Captain 
Kennit got there first and had half-a-length to spare 
over the odds-on favourite. 

Just four of the 16 entries faced the starter for the 
Restricted and Pembrokeshire’s Jodie Hughes, who 
is riding better than ever, on the five-year-old bay 
gelding Boethius beat the pacemaking odds-on 
favourite Charlie Breekie (Bradley Gibbs) by one 
and three quarter lengths after they had jumped the 
last together - “He flew the last two fences,” said a 
delighted Jodie who had won on the Sherree Lean- 
trained ex-Tim Vaughan Boethius at the earlier 
Glamorgan fixture.

Mr Jones, who lives in Porthcawl, was full of 
praise for local horse chiropractor Rachel Shilliber 
who he said had worked wonders to ease the mare’s 
back problem. 

Llancarfan’s Isabel Williams, aged 20, did well to 
survive a second last fence blunder on the odds-on 
Aerlite Supreme in the three-horse ladies’ open race. 

However, Anna Lewis on her 10-year-old 
chestnut gelding Tiger Rag, took full advantage of 
Aerlite Supreme’s mistake to lead going into the final 
obstacle, only to take a tumble leaving Aerlite 
Supreme to finish alone.
